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There being a quorum of both Orders present, the 
President declared the Convention duly organized and 
ready to proceed to business. 

The Rt. Rev. C. 8. Hawks, D.D., late Bishop of the 
Diocese, having departed this life, the Rev. Montgomery 
Schuyler, D.D., on motion, was elected President of the 
Convention by acclamation. 

Ballot being dispensed with, on motion, Wm. T. Mason 
was elected Secretary of the Convention for the ensuing 
year. 

On motion, it was resolved unanimously that the fol- 
lowing be spread upon the records of the Convention: 

“This Convention deems it proper to place on record 
at this early stage of its proceedings the humble ac. 
knowledgment of Gop’s visitation of the Diocese, in re- 
moving from us our Spiritual Head. The chair which 
he should have occupied to-day is filled by another. The 
drapery of the church tells us at every turn that death 
has come very near to us, and taken out of this world 
him who was over us in the Lord. While we cherish in 
memory his many virtues, we pray Gop that lessons of 
diligence and more earnest faithfulness in duty may be 
impressed upon us by his early death. 

“Tn his official ministrations, in the councils of the 
Church, and in social life, our departed Father ever bore 
himself as became the christian gentleman, and the 
Bishop of Christ. But in seasons of sickness, of pesti- 
lence and death, were especially exhibited those godly 
eraces of gentleness, of assiduity, of loving care and dis- 
regard of self, which endeared him to the hearts of all 
about him, and made him a glorious name among those 
without, as well as those within, the Church. 

“While we give hearty thanks to ALmiauty Gop for 
the good example of all those his servants, who, having 
finished their course in faith, do now rest from their 
labors; so especially do we thank Him for the pattern 
of pureness, of holiness, of patience, and of resignation, 
left us by our departed Bishop; humbly praying that 
we, with him, may be made partakers of the everlasting 
kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.”

The President of the Convention then read the following 
ADDRESS OF BISHOP VAIL. 
To the Standing Convnittee of the Diocese of Missowrt. 


DEAR BRETHREN: The sad dispensation of the Divine 
Providence which has so recently removed your Bishop 
from the Diocese, over which, since October 20th, 1844, 
he has exercised Episcopal jurisdiction, compels me to 
address to you, and through you to your Convention, the 
report which I had expected to present to him. 

In the early winter of 1866, I was requested by Bishop 
Hawks to officiate for him, in a single case, on the border 
of Missouri, near to my home, and accordingly, on Sun- 
day, December 9th, of that year, I visited St. John’s 
Church, Weston. In the morning, preached; confirmed 
nine (9) persons, and addressed the newly-confirmed. In 
the evening, preached. 

In the autumn of the last year (1867), | was again re- . 
quested by Bishop Hawks to officiate for him in some 
special Episcopal acts, at three points, on the north- 
western border of his Diocese. The record of these acts 
is as follows: 

Sunday, October 6, 1867.—Weston, St. John’s Church. 
A. M., sermon ; conti od five (5) persons; charge to the 
newly-confirmed. Hvening, sermon. 

The Rev. A. Batte, the Rector, has been a faithful 
worker in this parish; has arranged its business; has 
paid a considerable part of the debt under which the 
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parish has been crushed almost to extinction; has re- 
covered the titles of the property; has repaired the par- 
sonage; and is gathering a very respectable congregation 
to the services of the Church. In addition to his work 
in Weston, he performs stated monthly services as mis- 
sionary, at Platte City, Jatan, and other places in the 
neighborhood of his home. His whole work is laborious 
and successful. 

Thursday, November 14.—St. Joseph, Christ Church. 
The time was that appointed for the meeting of the Con- 
vocation of North Missouri. A. JZ, attended the Session 
of the Convocation, and administered the holy com- 
munion. P. J/., address, instead of sermon; confirmed 
two (2) persons; charge. Hvening, sermon; confirmed 
eleven (11) persons, making in all thirteen (13) persons ; 
charge to the newly-confirmed. The Rev. William (C. 
Hopkins had been Rector for about one year, and, as 
this confirmation shows, had been much blessed in his 
oversight of the parish. At the time of my visit he had 
just accepted an invitation to the Rectorship of Trinity 
Church, Hannibal, to which parish, a few days afterwards, 
he removed, and where he has since been very actively 
and acceptably employed. His successor at St. Joseph 
is the Rev. Wm. R. Pickman. 

Friday, November 22.—I started to visit the mission in 
Andrew and Nodaway counties, under the care of the 
Rev. George Turner. | 

On the morning of Saturday, the 23d, I preached in 
Savannah, about fifteen miles north of St. Joseph, in the 
Methodist Lecture Room, which was kindly loaned to us 
for the occasion; confirmed one (1) person, and made an 
address. : 

On the next day, Sunday, the 24th, at Reindeer, about 
25 miles north of Savannah, in the morning I preached; 
confirmed thirteen (13) persons, and addressed them. 
The old rough school-house, where we assembled, was 
filled with an attentive congregation, before whom this 
rite was for the first time administered. In the afternoon, 
at the request of many of the christian people of the 
neighborhood, communicated to me when we met to- 
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gether, I administered the holy communion, after an ad- 
dress in reference to the design and benefits of that 
sacrament, and the spiritual preparation for the worthy 
receiving thereof. Mr. Turner has been laboriously doing 
the work of his extensive mission, and his fidelity has 
realized its rich reward. In the course of the last autumn 
Mr. Turner’s children all emigrated with their families 
to Kansas, and together have founded a village, which 
they have named Turnersville, on the Kickapoo Reserve 3. 
and it was but natural that the father should wish to be 
near his children. Mr. Turner, with the full approval 
and consent of your late Bishop, has been transferred to 
Kansas, and is now a missionary in the counties of the 
northern tier. 

The health of Bishop Hawks still continuing infirm, he 
invited me, in the course of the last winter, if I could so 
arrange it, to undertake the spring visitation of the whole 
Diocese. The invitation was accepted ; my appointments 
were made accordingly; and, on the 16th of March, I 
started for the further

Tuesday, March 17, 1868.—Monroe City, St. Jude’s 
Church. Hvening, sermon; confirmed sixteen (16) per- 
sons; charge to the newly-confirmed. 

Wednesday, March 18.—Consecrated St. Jude’s Church ; 
and after an exhortation, instead of a sermon, as per- 
mitted by the rubric, ordained the Rev. Frederick Bates 
Scheetz, Deacon, to the Order of Priests. There were pres- 
ent, and assisting in the imposition of hands, the Rev. 
Wm. Bestor Corbyn, D.D., Rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
and Principal of St. Paul’s College, Palmyra; the Rev. 
George Philander Comings, Missionary, and Principal of 
Academy, at Monroe; the Rev. William Cyprian Hop- 
kins, Rector of Trinity Church, Hannibal; and the Rev. 
Sydney Corbett, Rector of St. John’s Church, Quincy, 
Illinois. Holy communion. 

The church is a beautiful stone building, of Gothic de- 
sign, and will accommodate a congregation of between 
three and four hundred persons. It is, of course, paid 
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for, since it was ready to be consecrated. This fine 
church, and the congregation which fills it, are the result 
of years of patient and faithful devotion to his duties on 
the part of the Rector. Mr. Scheetz, for several years, 
served as a lay-reader, securing to the Church the set- 
tlers as they moved, one by one, into the neighborhood. 
Twelve years ago he received Deacon’s Orders, and by 
his exemplary and earnest Diaconate has “ purchased 
to himself a good degree”: as now an honored Presbyter, 
he receives a cordial welcome from all his brethren. 

Thursday, March 19.—Hannibal, Trinity Church. In 
the morning, instituted the Rev. William Cyprian Hop- 
kins into the Rectorship of the church, and preached. 
The holy communion was administered by the instituted 
Rector. The keys were presented by Charles W. Mead, 
Esq., the Junior Warden. In the evening, after an address, 
I confirmed nine (9) persons, and delivered to them a 
charge. 

Mr. Hopkins is entering upon his work at Hannibal 
under very favorable circumstances, having been most 
kindly received by his parishioners, and already gather- 
ing in the first fruits of his ministry among them. 

The Rev. Mr. Corbett, of Quincy, preached on Wednes- 
day evening, and, with other brethren, accompanied me 
through the visits of the week. } 

friday, March 20.—Palmyra, St. Paul’s Church. P.M, 
sermon; confirmed twenty-four (24) persons; charge. In 
the evening, met, at the rectory, a number of the people, 
and at their request made some statements upon the 
Kansas missions. : : 

The Rev. Dr. Corbyn has spent his best days—indeed, 
the chief part of his ministerial life—in the service of the 
Church at Palmyra, and in connection with the Institu- 
tion over which he presides. With an unflagging inter- 
est, and with a continual self-denial, he toils on; while 
his zeal for the extension of our Church impels him to 
constant and energetic missionary services. 

But with our brothers Corbyn and Scheetz I have a 
fault to find. They have both labored for years without 
a Salary, supporting themselves, in the one case by the 
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farm, in the other case by the school. This is not right, 
either for themselves or for their people; for they are 
thus depriving themselves of their just due, since “the 
laborer is worthy of his hire,” and “the Lord hath or- 
dained that they who preach the Gospel should live of 
the Gospel:” and the people would be benefitted by ful- 
filling the plain duty of contributing towards the support 
of Christ’s ministers, that they may thus testify their 
love to the Master, and receive the grace which comes in 
connection with christian giving. From what I have 
seen of these parishes, I do not doubt either their liber- 
ality or their sense of justice. It only needs that they 
be reminded of their duty in the matter referred to, and 
that their pastors give them the opportunity of syste- 
matically discharging it. In such a case as this, a third 
party seems most suitable to suggest what should be 
done by those concerned, and, as such, I venture the sug- 
gestion, both to pastors and their congregations. 

Saturday, March 21.—Went to Canton, on the Missis- 
Sippi, in Lewis county, via Quincy. 

Sunday, March 22.—Canton, St. Peter’s Mission. A. JZ, 
address, in the hall where we met for worship; holy com- 
munion. P. M., sermon; confirmed ten (10) persons; 
charge. Hvening, confirmed one (1) person at home, 
twelve miles distant from Canton, making eleven (11) 
confirmed at the Mission. 

This Mission was started not long before by the Rev. 
Dr. Corbyn, who officiates here once in each month. On 
the other Sundays, lay-reading is carried on, as steadily 
as possible, by a young man, a candidate for Orders. 

Monday, March 23.—Newark, Knox county. Hvening, 
in the Campbellite house of worship; address ; confirmed 
four (4) persons; charge. 

This is a Mission of the Rev. Mr. Scheetz, who devotes 
to it one Sunday monthly. Like the Mission at Canton, 
its success is marked. One of the persons confirmed was 
lately a respected and valued minister among the Metho- 
dists, and is now a candidate for Orders in our Church. 

Tuesday, March 24.—Shelbina. Hvening, in the Union 
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Meeting-House; sermon; confirmed one (1) person, who 
had just been baptized by the Rev. Dr. Corbyn; charge. 

Wednesday, March 25.—Macon City.. I had appointed 
a service for the afternoon, when I could have been pres- 
ent, but the people, not understanding all my reasons, 
had concluded to change the hour, and to appoint an 
evening service. The time at which the train for the 
west was to pass through Macon was too early to allow 
me to officiate in the evening before leaving; and that 
train was the only one in twenty-four hours running 
directly through to the Kansas Valley. As there were 
*no candidates for confirmation at Macon, and I had an 
appointment to confirm at Lawrence on the next Sunday, 
and then to leave immediately for southern Missouri, I 
was constrained to put the service for the evening into 
the hands of the Rev. Dr. Corbyn, who had kindly kept 
me company, and, unwillingly, to take the train west- 
ward at the very hour appointed for the evening service. 
I arrived at my home in Kansas on, Thursday, in time 
for my appointments there. 

The stations at Shelbina and Macon City are vacant; 
they ought to be immediately filled; Macon City in par- 
ticular, a large city of five or six thousand inhabitants, 
and growing rapidly, and withal an important railroad 
centre, should be immediately supplied by an energetic 
missionary. Indeed, it ought to be a convenient and 
admirable point for the establishment of an Associate 
Mission. Let your Missionary Board consider this. 

On Tuesday, March 31, I started for the

The Rev. D. D. Van Antwerp is the Rector, and under 
his auspices the congregation is becoming steadily united 
and prosperous. The services were held in the very neat 
and tasteful chapel, which, it is to be hoped, is but the 
pioneer of a larger church, that shall be commensurate 
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with the necessities of this city so rapidly advancing in 
size and importance. 

Thursday, April.2.—Boonville, Christ Church. <A. JZ, 
confirmed four (4) persons; charge. Hvening, address ; 
confirmed twenty-nine (29) persons, making in all thirty- 
three (83) persons; charge. This is the largest. number 
confirmed in any one parish this year. 

The key to the large number of persons presented for 
confirmation in this parish is the keeping up throughout 
the year of the confirmation class, to which all are invited 
to come as regular members, and to bring their friends. 
The fifty-two meetings of this class, in the course of the 
year, give opportunities for explaining everything of doc- 
trine and of custom in connection with our Church. Thus 
all are intelligently capable of deciding as to duty, and out 
of this class, which is continually renewed, those are se- 
lected who are accounted prepared to assume the solemn 
vows of the christian’s confession of Christ. The Rector, 
the Rev. F. R. Holeman, is very persevering in carrying 
out this excellent plan of pastoral instruction. 

Friday, April 3.—Jefferson City, Grace Church. Hven- 
ing, sermon; none confirmed. 

A large and valuable building has been secured by the 
Rector, the Rev. W. H. D. Hatton, for a Church school. 
Sixty boarders may be received and provided for; excel- 
lent teachers are now in the institution. Such a school, 
at the capital of the State, is certainly very desirable. 
Quite a debt is yet to be lifted to secure for the Church 
the unembarrassed control of the institution. The care 
and burden of this responsibility are resting upon the 
Rector; he deserves the sympathy, encouragement, and 
aid of his brethren. In addition to the care of the parish 
and school, Mr. Hatton visits Warrensburg and other 
points on the Missouri Pacific Railroad for occasional 
missionary services. 

Sunday before Haster, April 5.—St. Louis: A. IZ, 
Christ Church, sermon; confirmed thirty-two (382) per- 
sons; charge. P. M4, Emanuel Church, Fairview Sta-

The Rector (the Rev. M. Schuyler, D.D.) and the parish 
of Christ Church are to be congratulated upon their pos- 
session of this “house exceeding magnifical,” one of the 
very few most impressive specimens, if not the most im- 
pressive of all, of the Gothic architecture in our country. 
On the occasion referred to, as on that of the joint com- 
munion on the evening of Holy Thursday following, and 
on the meetings of the Board of Missions still later, and 
especially on the affecting occasion of the burial of the 
‘late Diocesan of Missouri, when brother Bishops came in 
sadness, and with them a weeping Clergy and a stricken 
people, to do honor to his memory, and to pray for GopD’s: 
grace to the mourners, and for the sanctifying ef this 
death to all the living, this noble church was proved to 
be well adapted to the accommodation of large congre- 
gations, and to the due celebration of solemn religious 
Services. | 

The confirmation at Emanuel Church was the first ever 
administered within its walls. The candidates were pre- 
pared chiefly through the instrumentality of a lay-reader 
and candidate for Orders, Mr. P. N. Mead, a grandson of 
the late Bishop Mead, of Virginia. They were presented 
by the Rey. Mr. Dunlop, of Kirkwood. Built by the lib- 
erality of Mr. R. J. Lockwood, of St. Louis, at a cost of 
some twenty thousand dollars, this beautiful stone church 
stands, amid its rural associations, a monument of Gop’s: 
love and of a christian’s devotion. Year by year, within 
these walls, as the ages roll on, new companies of the 
faithful, here trained to the knowledge of Christ, will 
consecrate themselves to His service in this “laying on 
of hands.” What a glorious thought, bringing its own 
rich reward to the heart of the generous donor! 

The Rev. Wm. G. Spencer, Rector of St. John’s Church, 
has resigned that parish, intending to spend, with his 
family, the next year or two in foreign travels. He 
leaves many attached parishioners and strong personal 
friends, whose prayers will follow him. 
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Wednesday before Easter, April 8.— Hvening, U.S. Ar- 
senal, St. Louis: baptized one (1) infant. 

Thursday before Haster, April 9.—St. Louis County, 
Christ Church Chapel. A.J, address; confirmed three 
(8) persons; charge. It was asevere storm, and the three 
candidates came, through the driving rain, in an open 
wagon, some two or three miles, to the service. They 
were presented by the Rev. Joseph I. Corbyn, who offi- 
ciates in the chapel, and whom I was glad to meet, having 
first been made acquainted with him through one of his 
former parishioners, a devoted Church-woman, whom I 
found some three years ago at Council Grove, on the 
far out edge of the great plains, and whose child at that 
time I baptized. Hvening, St. Louis, Christ Church: 
joint service of all the churches in the city; address, by 
special request, on “Missions in Missouri.” Holy com- 
munion. 

Good Friday, April 10.—A. M., St. George’s Church, St. 
Louis: sermon. Hvening, Kirkwood, Grace Church: ad- 
dress; confirmed seventeen (17) persons; charge. This 
beautiful church illustrates how much may be done by 
one earnest layman. A faithful man observes the need at 
this locality of a church; talks about it; asks for help; 
goes from man to man; never remits his effort; is never 
discouraged; works on, and sees the beautiful house 
rise stone by stone, until “he shall bring forth the head- 
stone thereof with shoutings, crying, Grace, Grace unto 
it.” And the congregation is mainly the result of lay- 
reading by the same earnest worker. The Rev. George 
K. Dunlop, the Rector, in connection with his clerical 
duties, teaches a school in a convenient building on the 
Rectory grounds. Such a parish school is a very import- 
ant agency in any parish, and he who is willing to give 
time and toil to it deserves to be commended. 

Haster Day, April 12.—St. Louis, Trinity Church: 
A.M., address; confirmed eighteen (18) persons; charge ; 
holy communion. P.dJ/, Trinity Church, anniversary of 
the Sunday School; brief address of thanks in response 
to a present from the class of the confirmed of an exqui- 
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site chromo, a cross wreathed with flowers. It was a 
delightful occasion. The children, led by their able 
superintendent, with their teachers, parents, and friends, 
crowded the beautiful church. The venerable Rector, 
the Rev. EK. C. Hutchinson, D.D., caught the enthusiasm 
of the scene, and by his warm sympathy contributed 
much to the enjoyment of the lambs of his flock. These 
anniversaries are a great encouragement to the pupils 
and teachers, and keep before the congregations the 
need and value of such efforts to train the young for 
Christ. Hvening, Grace Church: address; confirmed 
eighteen (18) persons; charge. The storm was violent, 
and the heavy rain fell without intermission, yet the 
congregation was large, and the whole class was present. 
No surer evidence could have been given of the efficient 
influence among his people of the Rev. William L, Gith- 
ens, who has recently entered upon the Rectorship of 
this Church. | 
Tuesday in Haster Week, April 14.—Lexington, Chris 
Church: evening, sermon; confirmed six (6) persons; 
charge. The Rector, the Rev. J. W. Dunn, who, since 
the last Convention, has removed from the Rectorship of 
Trinity Church, Hannibal, to his present home, was sick, 
and, although in the chancel, was able to read only the 
preface to the confirmation office. The Rev. Thompson 
L. Smith, the immediate predecessor of Mr. Dunn in the: 
Rectorship of Christ Church, was present, and read the 
Evening Prayer. The night was very stormy and dark, 
the roads were very muddy, and the congregation, al- 
though small, was as large as could have been expected. 
On the next day, Wednesday, April 15; I went in the 
stage, in company with the Rev. Mr. Smith, to Waverly, 
where we met the Rev. Olcott Bulkley. A parish is or- 
ganized here under the name of St. Thomas’ Church. 
That evening, in the Baptist Church, I preached, con- 
firmed six (6) persons, and gave a charge to the newly 
confirmed. Here are several very intelligent and at- 
tached members and communicants of our Church; but 
their pecuniary ability is very small. The two clergy- 


ay 
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men above named have officiated in Waverly from time 
to time. At present, the Rev. Mr. Dunn holds a monthly 
service in the place. 

The Rev. Mr. Smith and the Rev. Mr. Bulkley are both 
doing itinerant missionary duty in the counties on both 
sides of the Missouri river, as at Independence, Pleasant 
Hill, Warrensburg, Brunswick, and many other places. 
The new church at Pleasant Hill, under the care of Mr. 
Smith, is nearly completed, and the congregation is be- 
coming strong. 

On Thursday, April 16,1 went with Mr. Smith, in an 
open wagon, about fifty miles, to Sedalia, where we met 
the Rev. Mr. Holeman, of Boonville, who holds a monthly 
service at Sedalia. In the new and tasteful chapel of 
Calvary Mission, just opened, in the evening, after an 
address, I confirmed ten (10) persons, and gave a charge 
to the newly-confirmed. The same plan of pastoral labor 
here as at Boonville is producing similar results. 

On Friday, April 17, | returned to Kansas, and on the 
evening of the Wednesday following, April 21, in obedi- 
ence to a telegraphic dispatch, I started for St. Louis, to 
be present at the burial of your late Bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Cicero Stephens Hawks, D.D. He departed this life on 
the evening of Sunday, Ari 19. The funeral took place 
from Christ Church, on Friday, April 24, at2 P.M. Al- 
most all the Clergy of Missouri, and several of Illinois, 
were present. The Bishops of Illinois, lowa, and Kansas, 
conducted the services. The address, commemorative of 
the departed, was made by Bishop Whitehouse. The 
opening sentences and anthem were read by Bishop Lee; 
the lesson by myself; the service at the grave by Bishop 
Whitehouse. Your late Bishop was a man of superior 
talents, and of unusual gifts of eloquence. With a high 
sense of honor and of gentlemanly refinement, he united 
the lovely characteristics of the Christian heart and life. 
He was both honored and tenderly beloved. His health 
had for a long time been failing. He now rests from his 
labors. His duldesrit is in your heante. 

On Saturday morning, at Christ Church, in the chapel,

I presided at a meeting, adjourned from the previous 
evening, of the Bishops and Clergy present at the fune- 
ral, at which meeting addresses were made and suitable 
resolutions were adopted expressive of respect and affec- 
tion for the departed Bishop, and of sympathy with his 
bereaved family and Diocese. 

Sunday, April 26.—St. Louis, St. George’s Church: 
A.M., after a sermon by the Rev. Dr. Geer, of New York . 
City, I confirmed twenty-seven (27) persons, and gave a 
charge to the newly-confirmed. Afterwards, on Wednes- 
day, April 29, I confirmed, for the Rector of St. George’s, 
one (1) person, sick, at home, making in all twenty-eight 
(28) persons confirmed in this parish. Under the able 
administration of its Rector, the Rev. EK. F. Berkley, D.D., 
St. George’s is feeling the necessity for further expan- 
sion; and the people are seriously considering the expe- 
diency of building another church in the western part of 
the city. 

If I may say one word to the Churchmen of St. Louis 
in particular, itis this: Build new churches, and gather 
new congregations; but keep the old ones, and suffer 
none to be lost, and let the existing opportunities be all 
retained, and others be added to them, so that in every 
part of this great city the multitudes may find ready 
access to the privileges of the Church and to the bless- 
ings of the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

In the early part of the week following the burial of 
Bishop Hawks, the Delegate Meetings of the Board of 
Missions were held in St. Louis. The first service was 
on Sunday evening, April 26, at Christ Church. The 
meetings were continued daily, in the morning at Christ 
Church, and at night at the other churches successively ; 
on Monday evening at St. George’s Church, for the For- 
eign Committee; on Tuesday evening, at St. John’s 
Church, for the Domestic Committee, and on Wednesday 
evening, the closing service, at Trinity Church, for the 
Freedman’s Commission. 

On Thursday afternoon, April 30, I confirmed one (1) 
person at Fairview Station, St. Louis County, making in 
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all fourteen (14) persons confirmed at this church this 
year. I made an address. With this service is closed, 
for the present, my visitation of Missouri. 

I have appointments to visit Weston and St. Joseph at 
some time near Trinity Sunday; and I hope to visit 
Springfield in connection with my annual trip to peak 
eastern Kansas in the course of the summer. 

In answer to the invitation of the Standing Committe 
I shall be happy to render such occasional services as 
may be required in Missouri prior to the consecration in 
the autumn of him who may be elected to the vacant 
Episcopate. 

My visits in Missouri have been not only of work but 
of sincere pleasure. A generous hospitality and the 
kindest attentions have met me everywhere. And, in 
response to a delicate suggestion of your late Bishop in 
his circular announcing to the Clergy and parishes my 
consent to make this visitation for him, I have to ac- 
knowledge that not only have all my expenses been fully 
covered, but very liberal and especially timely contribu- 
tions to my personal support have evinced the kindness 
of my brethren of the Clergy and laity of Missouri. 

The summary of my Episcopal acts in your Diocese is 
as follows: 

Sermons and addresses, sixty-one (61). 

Baptism, infant, one (1). 

Confirmed three hundred and eighteen (818) persons. 

Holy Communion administered seven (7) times. — 

Ordained to the Priesthood one (1) Deacon. 

Instituted one (1) Rector. 


Consecrated one (1) church.

Ballot being dispensed with, on motion, Joseph Frank- 
lin was elected Treasurer of the Diocese for the ensuing 
year. 

Articles of association of aidal Church, St. Louis 
county, and of Calvary Church, Pleasant Hill, were pre- 
aes and referred to the Committee on New Parishes. 
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On motion, Resolved, That the rules of order governing 
the last Convention be adopted for this. 

Various resolutions were introduced touching the va- 
cancy in the Episcopate, and, on motion, were made the 
special order for the next day, at 11 o’clock. 

The Committee on Delinquent Parishes made the fol- 
lowing 

REPORT: 


The Committee to whom was referred the matter of Delinquent Parishes 
would respectfully report: That they have communicated with the Rectors 
of said Parishes, and offered the following proposition, to submit to their 
several Vestries: that if they were unable to pay the whole amonnt of their 
delinquency, they might pay fifty, twenty-five, or even ten per cent. of the 
amount; and the committee would recommend the Convention to instruct 
their Treasurer to receipt in full for the amount of their indebtedness. 
Your committee have received answers, accepting the terms, from St. 
Luke’s Church, Kansas City; Christ Church, St. Joseph; Grace Church, 
Jefferson City; St. Paul’s Church, Palmyra; Trinity Church, Hannibal. 

Grace Church, St. Louis, is unable to accept the proposition at present, 
but hopes to be in a condition to do so next year. 

Christ Church, Lexington, and St. James’ Church, Macon City, decline 
to take any action in the premises. 

From the balance of the delinquents, namely, Emanuel Church, Shel- — 
- bina; St. Mary’s Church, Fayette; St. John’s Church, Weston; and Christ 
Church, Boonville, we have received no response. 

Your committee do not deem it advisable to proceed any further in the 
matter, but desire to leave it in the hands of the Committee on Constitution 
and Canons, who have the subject of delinquent parishes under consider- 
ation.

The Standing Committee then made the following 


REPORT. 


On the 17th of June, 1867, the Standing Commitee elected by the last 
Convention met at the office of Mr. D. Hough, and organized by the elec- 
tion of the Rev. Dr. Schuyler, President, and the Rev. Wm. G. Spencer, 
Secretary. 

On the 22d of June, the committee gave their consent to the consecra- 
tion of the Rey. John Freeman Young, D.D., as the Bishop of Florida. 

On the 12th of July, the committee declined to give their consent to the 
consecration of the Rev. Francis M. Whittle as the Assistant Bishop of 
Virginia. 

‘On the 1st of November, the Rev. F. B. Scheetz and the Rev. J. N. 
Strycker, Deacons, were recommended to be ordained to the Priesthood. 
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On the 25th of November, the committee gave their canonical consent to 
the consecration of the Rev. John M. Beckwith, D.D., as Bishop of Geor- 
gia; and also recommended Mr. Isaac McD. Demuth as a candidate for 
Holy Orders. 

On the 4th of January, 1868, Mr. Stephen C. Brown was recommended 
to the Bishop to be ordained a Deacon. At the same time, Mr. Edward T. 
Jones, late a licentiate among the Calvanistic Methodists, and Mr. Isaac 
Martin, a minister of the Episcopal Methodists, were recommended to the 
Bishop to be received as candidates for Holy Orders. 

On the 30th of January, on motion of the Rev. Wm. G. Spencer, second- 
ed by the Rey. Dr. Berkley, the following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: 


‘‘ Whereas it has pleased the great Head of the Church to remove from 
the sphere of his earthly labors the Rt. Rev. John Henry Hopkins, D.D., 
LL.D., D.C.L., Bishop of Vermont, and Presiding Bishop of the Church 
in the United States; therefore, 

** Resolved, ‘That we bow with humble submission to this dispensation of 
Divine Providence, knowing that it is the ordering of Him ‘who doeth all 
things well.’ 

** Resolved, That we recognize in the character of the deceased graces and 
virtues which eminently adorn the christian Bishop with a strong manly in- 
tellect, with great and varied learning, and a moral courage that never 
shrank from an earnest and conscientious discharge of duty through a long 
and laborious life; as a judicious adviser in the councils of the Church, as 
an eloquent preacher of the word of Truth, and an able and well-furnished 
controversialist, he has achieved an influence for good which shall perpetu- 
ate his memory for ages to come, and which demands the grateful and rey- 
erent acknowledgment of every catholic churchman. 

** Resolved, That we extend tothe clergy and laity of the Diocese of Ver- 
mont the assurance of an heartfelt sympathy in their sore bereavement, 
which yet leaves them not without a rich legacy in the teaching and exam- 
ple of their first Bishop: ‘he being dead, yet speaketh.’ ‘ 

‘* Resolved, That we tender to the widow of our departed Father in God, 
and to the children, our most affectionate condolence, commending them to 
‘Gop that comfortheth them that are cast down.’ 

** Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be entered on the minutes, 
and sent to the family, and inserted in the Church Journal and American 
Churchman.”’ 


On the 17th of March, the committee gave their canonical consent to the 
consecration of the Rev. H. A. Bissell, D.D., as Bishop of the Diocese of 
Vermont. 

On the 7th of April, Mr. Edward L. Hallock was recommended to be re- 
ceived as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

On the 20th of April, the committee met and passed resolutions expres- 
sive of their sorrow at the death of the Rt. Rev. Cicero 8. Hawks, D.D., 
Bishop of this Diocese, and at the request of Mrs. Hawks made all the pre- 
parations for his funeral. , 


‘¢ Whereas, in the providence of ALMicHty Gop, the Church and Diocese 
of Missouri has been deprived of its beloved chief pastor, by the death of 
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the Right Reverend Cicero S. Hawks, D.D., who, for upwards of twenty- 
three years, has held the Episcopal oversight of this part of the Lord’s 
vineyard; therefore, 

‘‘ Resolved, That we, the Standing Committee of the Diocese, do humbly. 
bow, under this great bereavement, to the hand of Gop, believing that our 
loss is the eternal gain of our departed Bishop. 

‘* Resolved, That we tender our christian sympathy to the widow and 
family of our late Right Reverend Father in God, commending them in our 
earnest prayers to the tender mercies of Him who ‘ doth not afilict wiingly 
nor grieve the children of men.’ 

‘* Resolved, hat we will attend the funeral of our deceased Bishop in a 
body, on Friday, from Christ Church, at 2 o’clock P.M.; and that we here- 
by recommend to the churches of the Diocese that they be draped in mourn- 
ing for thirty days, in loving respect to the memory of the deceased. 

‘* Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the family of our 
late beloved Bishop, and that they be published in the Church and city 
papers.”’ 


On the 27th of April, the committee appointed seven gentlemen to secure 
a Permanent Fund for the Support of the Episcopate of this Diocese. An 
application was made at this meeting by Mr. E. G. Macauliffe to become a 
candidate for Holy Orders. 

On the Ist of May, the Rey. William G. Spencer resigned his position as 
a member of this committee. The Rev. George K. Dunlop was elected to 
fill his place, and the Rey. Dr. Berkley appointed Secretary. 

Articles of association were presented and read from the Wardens and 
Vestrymen of Calvary Church, Pleasant Hill, Cass county, which were ap- 
proved. 

It was also ‘‘ Resolved, That the Rt. Rev. Thos. H. Vail, D.D., Bishop 
of Kansas, be requested to perform any Episcopal offices to which he may 
be invited in this Diocese during the vacancy of the Episcopate.”’ 


On the 11th of May, the same invitation was extended to the Rey. Henry 
J. Whitehouse, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Llinois. 

A letter from Mr. 8. C. Brown, a candidate for Holy Orderg. asking to be 
transferred to the Diocese of Western New York, was referred to the Presi- 
dent of this committee, and full powers given, in the case, to him. 

A letter was read from the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Ulinois, accepting the 
transfer to his Diocese of the Rey. Philip McKim. 


On the 23d of May, a certificate of transfer to this Diocese of the Rey. 
William R. Pickman was received from the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Michigan. 

Mr. J. J. Wilkins was received as a candidate for Holy Orders in this 
Diocese. 

The Committee on the Permanent Fund for the Support of the Episco- 
pate of this Diocese reported progress to the effect that they had secured 
subscriptions to the amount of $12,750, provided the whole sum of $50,000 
were raised. 

Notice was received from the Rt. Rev. William H. Odenheimer, D.D.., 
Bishop of New Jersey, that he had deposed from the ministry George H. 
Williams, late a Deacon of that Diocese. 

The Report of the official acts in this Diocese by the Rt. Rev. Thos. H. 
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Vail, D.D., Bishop of Kansas, was presented by the President, and ordered 
to be read in the Convention. 

On the 27th of May, testimonials were received in behalf of Mr. E. G. 
Macauliffe, and he was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

Notice was received from the Rt. Rev. C. P. McIlvaine, D.D., Bishop of 
the Diocese of Ohio, of the deposition from the ministry, on account of ill 
health, of William K. Rogers, a Presbyter of that Diocese. 

Articles of association from Grace Church, Platin Township, Jefferson 
county, were presented, read and approved. 

On motion, the clerical members of the Standing Committee were re- 
quested to make arrangements for night services during the Convention. 

The committee decided on the List of Clergymen canonically resident in 
this Diocese. 

There are now seven candidates for Holy Orders in this Diocese, to wit: 
Isaac McD. Demuth, Edward T. Jones, Isaac Martin, Edward L. ‘Hallock, 
J.J. Wilkins, E. G. Macauliffe, and P. N. Meade, transferred from Virginia. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT. 


The Secretary of the Church Building Society begs leave to report that, 
since the organization of the Society by the Convention of the Diocese in 
May, 1867, circumstances beyond the control of the Board of Managers have 
prevented the accomplishment of any work beyond the perfecting of the 
details of the organization. 

It was impossible for the Board to have the constitution and by-laws pub- 
lished until after the publication of the Convention Journal, the manuscript 
being in the hands of the Secretary of the Diocese, as forming a portion of 
the Journal. The issuing of the Journal was delayed for some time; and 
when the Board of Managers applied for a certificate of incorporation, it 
was expected to issue in its regular order, but, when presented to the court, 
an objection was made by the Judge to the form of the application, which, 
however, was not communicated to the Board for some time. When this 
legal defect was finally remedied, and the constitution issued, it was so near 
the close of the year that it was not deemed expedient to do more than cir- 
culate the constitution, and address accompanying it, until after the present 
Convention. 

The quarterly meetings of the Board of Managers have been regularly 
held; and all the necessary arrangements are now completed for the ap- 
pointment of collectors and solicitors of membership, and the Secretary is 
now prepared to issue authorized collection books for their use. 

The various clergymen now present in Convention will be supplied with 
these books, and requested to appoint proper persons as collectors, accord- 
ing to the resolution of the Board of Managers regulating such appoint- 
ments. 

It is hoped that during the present year substantial progress will be 
made towards the accomplishment of the purposes of our Society. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

In the Parish School there are two teachers, and thirty-six or thirty- 
seven pupils. 

There are at present forty-six persons in the confirmation class, many of 
whom will (D. V.) be ready for confirmation at the next visit_of the Bishop. 
The class meets every Thursday and Friday evening, and daily during 
Lent, for instruction in the doctrine, discipline, principles, history, and 
worship of the Church, and in the points of difference between ourselves 
and other religious bodies. 

In Sedalia, we hold monthly services. Here, within the past year, three 
lots, an organ, a Sunday School library, and a surplice, have been bought 
and paid for. A chapel, seating about one hundred and fifteen persons, has 
been built. The communicants have increased from five to thirty. Ten 
persons have been confirmed. There are now eighteen more in the con- 
firmation class. The Sunday School has thirty or forty pupils. A Parish 
School has just been commenced. The congregation more than fills the 
chapel. With the help of the Missionary Board, they are able to offer 
$1,500 as a salary for a Rector, and arrangements are now heme made to 
call a suitable person to the charge.

Since August last I have given such service as I have been able to do in 
the endeavor to establish St. Peter’s Mission, at Canton, in Lewis county. 
Fourteen communicants were found there. A hall has been partially fitted 
up for the decent celebration of Divine Service. Nine children and four 
adults have been baptized. Eleven have been confirmed and added to the 
number of communicants. There is in Canton a promising opening for the 
Church if a missionary could be stationed there. 

A considerable sum has been expended in the fitting up of the place of 
worship, and $—— have been collected for the Laymen’s Cooperative Mis- 
sion.

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From the tendency of the people to go to the west end of the city for 
residence, and from the fact that a large number of our congregation al- 
ready live there, the Vestry have determined to erect a church in the west- 
ern part of their parish.

A few enterprising members of this congregation started a mission Sun- 
day School a few months ago on Gamble avenue, and they have now built a 
small chapel for its better accommodation, which I hope will prove to be 
the beginning of a good work for the Church in that part of the city. 

The ladies of the congregation have gone actively to work for the pur- 
pose of procuring a Rectory for this parish, which, being consummated, 
will add much to the comfort of its minister, and the stability of the parish 
itself.

The present Rector took charge of the Parish on November 15, 1867. 
The above report is from the statistics of the Parish Register from May 24, 
1867, to May 24, 1868. 

In this report, the list of communicants is reduced from one hundred and 
forty, as reported last year, to sixty-one, which is about the actual number. 
Many recorded on the Parish Register as communicants, are not such, or 
have so long abstained from the Lord’s Supper as not to be properly counted 
in a report which aims to give a correct statement of the condition of the 
Parish. It is to be hoped that those who in this respect are so neglectful of 
their duty may ‘‘ earnestly consider,’’ and ‘‘by God’s grace be brought to a 
better mind.”’ 

During the past six months, the inside of the, church has been painted 
and otherwise repaired; a handsome altar, lectern, Bishop’s chair, altar and 
lectern books, stands for altar, and a suitable communion service, have been 
provided, being the Easter offerings of persons within the Parish. 

A heavy debt rests on the Parish. God willing, an effort will soon be 
made to pay it. There is so much to do in preserving the Church property, 
now resting under a lien, that no charities outside of the Parish are possi- 
ble until its present incumbrances are removed. 
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The following services have been held since November 15, 1867: 


Morning and evening service and sermon on all Sundays. 

Litany every Wednesday and Friday morning. 

Morning service on all Holy Days. 

Holy Communion on the first Sunday of each month; also, on Christmas 
Day, Maunday Thursday, Easter Day and Ascension Day. 


The attendance on Litany Days, Holy Days, and during the more fre- 
quent services of Lent, has been good. 

As to God we ascribe the praise for all His mercies in the past, so we 
beg His grace in the future upon the lives of priest and people.

At the end of last December I resigned the mission of Mexico, Audrain 
county, and accepted a call to St. John’s Church, Prairieville, Pike county.

The war scattered all the Church people, many of them 
neyer to return. Many, who before the war intended to join the Church, 
have attached themselves to the Methodists. The ground should thus be 
considered as new. 

We have here some persons who truly feel the need of the Church’s in- 
structions for their children.

Everything appears favorable for the 
Church at present.

George K. Dunlop, Rector of Grace 
Church, Kirkwood, who has kindly aided us by preaching, administering 
the Holy Communion and Baptism, and by other pastoral duties. We have 
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met with much christian sympathy and assistance from kind friends in our 
efforts to organize the Church and extend the Kingdom of Christ, and haye 
ample reason to return devout thanks to Almighty God for seconding our 
attempts with the blessings of His grace. 

The attendance upon services has been regular, and the interest dis- 
played most encouraging. ‘Those who have labored in this comparatively 
new field have cause to be grateful for the gracious outpouring of the 
Blessed Spirit, and to press on with renewed vigor in the work that God 
has given them to do. 


REPORT OF REV. O. H. STAPLES. 


Since January, I have, by invitation of the Vestry, officiated at St. 
Charles each second Sunday in the month, with one exception. . 

Since the last meeting of the Convention, this Parish has sold its old 
church building, which was in all respects badly located, and has bought a 
brick school house in the heart of the town, which, at a moderate cost, can 
be made into a decent and commodious church. 

The congregation is small, and the communicants few in number. The 
growth of the Church in this place is retarded by the great preponderance 
of the German and French elements in the population, and for years but 
few members have been added by removals; but a favorable change in this 
respect may be hoped and expected. ‘The friends of the Church here do 
not despair of seeing happier times.

About the 1st of April, by direction of our late Bishop, I began to mis- 
sionate along the Iron Mountain Railroad, and since that time have divided 
the regular Sunday services between St. Charles, De Soto, and the township 
of Platin. Ihave also visited Arcadia, Ironton, and Irondale, in all of which 
places I found a few Church people, and hope to make arrangements for 
holding occasional services with them. Ihave also been in communication 
with Potosi, and purpose to visit that place very soon. 

At De Soto there are a few zealous friends of the Church, who are doing 
what they can. They had, previous to my visiting them, gathered a Sun- 
day School numbering sixty members. Mr. R. Burroughs, who has been a 
leader in this work, is also acting as Lay-Reader, licensed by our departed 
Bishop. They are now agitating the subject of building a little church, but 
with what success it is too soon to say. ‘There is no Church organization 
here. 

In the township of Platin, which is nearly forty miles south of St. Louis, 
on the east side of the railroad, and about four or five miles from each of the 
stations of De Soto, Victoria, and Hemetite, I found a settlement of farmers, 
embracing five or six Church families, who were desirous of uniting in the 
formation of a Church organization, and the building of a log church. ‘The 
organization was perfected on Sunday, the 17th of April, and a Vestry and 
Wardens were chosen. A gentleman not of our communion, Daniel B. 
Veazey, has donated ten acres of land for a church and parsonage lot, and 
it is proposed and determined to erect this season such a building as they 
can compass with their means. A Sunday School will be immediately put 
in operation, and it is hoped that the foundation is being laid for a perma- 
nent religious improvement.

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


The Secretary of the ‘‘Laymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society of 
Missouri’ begs leave to submit his annual report, being the second report 
of this Society. 

Immediately after the last annual meeting of the Society, the Executive 
Committee issued a circular address to the Churchmen of the Diocese, 
. which, with the amended Constitution, was duly transmitted to the Clergy 
‘and Laity for circulation. 'This address was subsequently published in the 
American Churchman, with favorable notice. Our work has thus been 
brought before the people of the Diocese, and many have become impressed 
with its great importance. It is to be regretted, however, that so far our 
numbers or our means have not received many accessions from Parishes 
outside of St. Louis. There are many and good reasons for this, the most 
prominent being, that nearly all our country Parishes are struggling with 
poverty, or other untoward circumstances. Many of them had become 
almost extinct during the late war, and have not yet recovered sufficient 
strength to enable them to help others. Few of them are free from debt of 
some kind, and hence feel their first obligations lying in the direction of 
cancelling those claims, and of providing for current necessities. 

We find that, notwithstanding the many disadvantages by which we are 
surrounded, our membership has increased, since our last annual meeting, 
from 330, as then reported by the Secretary, to about 550, as nearly as has 
been ascertained. The accompanying report of the ‘l'reasurer exhibits the 
financial condition of our Society. 

It is my pleasure to report the general hearty sympathy of the Clergy of 
the Diocese, and there is every reason to hope that in a short time many 
new auxiliary societies will be formed throughout the Diocese, from whom 
we shall derive much assistance. Since our last annual meeting, auxiliary 
societies have been formed at Palmyra, Hannibal, Monroe City, Newark, 
and Canton. The Rey. Dr. Corbyn, of Palmyra, and the Rev. Messrs. 
Scheetz and Hopkins, of Monroe City and Hannibal, have shown their 
cordial sympathy with us by procuring these new organizations. 

It will be observed by the report of the Treasurer, that our total receipts 
for the year have fallen a little short of $2,000. This sum would have been 
insufficient to meet the payment of the stipends of the few hard-working 
missionaries that are now in the Diocese, had we not carried a balance over 
from the previous year. The sum of $2,000 for Diocesan Missions is not 
equal to either our wants or the ability of our people. Our missionary work 
cannot be pushed forward on such slender means. We want more mission- 
aries, and of course more money with which to pay them. We ask for 
$5,000 for the coming year; not a large sum for our people to contribute to 
this great work. With it we can increase the number of missionaries very 
materially, and occupy many a promising field white for the harvest, but 
where the laborers of the Church are unknown. 
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The Laymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society is devoted to procuring 
the necessary funds for the prosecution of our missionary work, and partic- 
ularly in aid of Itinerant Missions. To enable us to assist in putting a few 
earnest itinerant missionaries in the field, the Laity of the Diocese must aid 
us with more zeal and greater liberality than heretofore. Let every Parish, 
no matter how small or how poor, organize an auxiliary society, and cast 
their mite into our treasury, and we shall soon see the waste places of our 
Diocese occupied by the missionaries of the Church, and new and healthy 
Parishes springing up all around us. 

That all who love Christ and His Holy Church desire to see these glori- 
ous results, cannot be doubted. Let us all, then, remember and perform our 
duty faithfully in this matter; let our prayers and our alms go together as 
an offering unto the Lord; and let us remember, also, that a// we possess is 
His, and we are only His stewards, from whom He will require a strict 


account.

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


In making out our twenty-fifth annual report for the season of 1868, we 
find our record, in many respects, very much the same as in former years. 

God’s goodness has sustained us through another season of financial 
depression, and opened to us liberal hands and willing hearts to assist in 
maintaining this great charity of the Church. 

Our family has been very large, and our expenses heavy, one consid- 
erable item, our taxes, amounting to upwards of $1,500. 

We are, however, clear from debt, although our balance in the treasury 
is unusually small. This latter fact is not a very satisfactory one to 
think about, but we have great faith that, as heretofore, the supply will 
be furnished as the need requires. 

If we had felt sufficiently encouraged it was our intention this spring 
to have commenced building operations on the lot given to the Home by 
Mr. Shaw, as we greatly need better and larger accommodations. We 
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have a small sum invested for this purpose, a gift resulting from the 
efforts of several young members of the Church; but we must wait and 
hope for a considerable addition to this sum before we can venture to lay 
the foundation stone. It is a great disappointment after the pleasure we 
felt in receiving the beautiful location, that we are obliged to wait so 
long before we are enabled to occupy the ground. 

At Christmas our children were all bountifully supplied with useful 
gifts, by the thoughtful kindness of the Superintendent and members of 
Trinity Church Sunday School. The entertainment provided for them 
was greatly appreciated; such an event makes a very bright spot, to be 
long remembered by little hearts that are seldom made glad. 

We have received a good many donations through the year, principally 
in clothing and provisions, and we would like to impress the fact on the 
minds of our friends, what a very great assistance these things are when 
liberally sent in. Many could better help us in this way than with money, 
and where there are such a large number to feed and clothe, donations of 
this kind are quite as acceptable. 

We wish to express our gratitude to Mayor Thomas and his family, who 
have remembered us often, not only with many substantial gifts, but by 
the timely visits and kindly sympathy that we have missed from many 
who in ready words profess the greatest interest in our Church institu- 
tion. We all the more appreciate the visits of the Mayor, as we know 
his duties are indeed arduous. 

Mr. Lucas has our thanks for his gift of $50. The very handsome sum 
resulting from the collection made in St. George’s Church a short time 
ago, was a great assistance in paying off some large bills that were pre- 
sented at the same time that the donation was received. We are very 
much obliged to the Rev. Edward F. Berkley for his eloquent appeal in 
our behalf. 

Our Matron, Mrs. Fullager, has been with us just one year, and we 
hope her connection with the Home may long remain unbroken. Her 
judicious management and excellent care of the children are easily seen 
in the appearance of the institution and its inmates. 

We have had but very little sickness and only one death during the 
year, so that we have not been obliged to call upon our kind friend 
Dr. Heacock as much as usual, but we know that he is always ready to 
come when we need him. 

Our Teacher, Miss Chatterton, has been with us but a short time. We 
think ourselves fortunate in securing her services, and hope there will be 
mutual satisfaction given. 

As our Chaplain, the Rev. W. Githens, has recently accepted the Rec- 
torship of Grace Church, we feel ourselves doubly under his charge, and 
are quite assured of his interest in our welfare. His visits are always 
happily anticipated by the children. 

Present number, 70; 20 have left during the year, and as many more 


have been received.

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CONSTITUTION 


Protestant Episcopal Church 


DIOCESE OF MISSOURI. 


ARTICLE I. 


This Church acknowledges the authority of the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America. 


“ae 
ARTICLE: Ids. 


There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Missouri, on the fourth Thursday in May in each year, in such 
place as shall be determined by the Convention. In the event of the prey- 
alence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause, occurring after 
the designation of the place of meeting of the Annual Convention, the Bish- 
op, or in ease of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the 
Standing Committee may appoint another place for the meeting of the Con- 
vention. 


ARTICLE - Tit. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions when he may 
-deem it important to the good of the Church, or when applied to for that 
purpose by the Standing Committee hereinafter provided for; or, in the 
case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee shall have 
power to call a Special Convention, and shall do so if applied to for the 
purpose by a majority of the Clergy entitled to seats in the Convention; 
and in ease of the call of such Special Convention, it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to transmit to each Clergyman and Parish in the Diocese, by 
letter, reasonable notice of the time and place thereof. 


So DEC EReae Y. 


The Convention shall be composed of the Officiating Ministers, being 
regularly admitted and settled in some Church within this Diocese, which 
is in union with this Convention ; and of lay members, consisting of one 
or more delegates, not exceeding four from each Church, to be chosen by 
the Vestry or Congregation. And Clergymen who shall have been em- 
ployed as Missionaries of the Church within this Diocese for six months 
preceding a Convention, and Clergymen engaged as professors and in- 
structors of youth in any college, academy, or general seminary of learn-

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ing, duly incorporated, and under the control of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, may be members of the Convention. 


t ARTO Lbs Vs. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; and the 
preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop ; and in case of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. 


ARTICLE VI. 


In case of a. vacancy of the Episcopate, or necessary absence of the 
Bishop, the members of the Convention shall elect a President from 
among the Clergy. ; 

ARTTPOLh (Mids 

In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the Clergy and 
Laity shall deliberate in one body; and, in’voting, the Clergy shall vote 
by individuals, and the Laity by congregations; and when more than one 
Church or Chapel shall be united under one Vestry, the Delegate of such 
Vestry shall be entitled to a vote for each Church or Chapel, and a ma- 


jority of votes of the two orders jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any 


case it be required by five votes, the two orders shall vote separately in 
the manner aforesaid, and the concurrence of a majority of each order 
shall be necessary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, 
the two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode as pre- 
scribed.

A Secretary shall be chosen upon the assembling of the Annual Con- 
vention, and shall remain in office until the meeting of the next Annual 
Convention, and until a successor be appointed. His duty shall be to take 
minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their journals and records, to 
attest the public acts of the body, and faithfully deliver into the hands of his 
successor all books and papers relative to the concerns of the Convention 
which may be in his possession. It shall also be his duty to give due notice 
to each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the meet- 
ing of the succeeding Convention.

At least three Clergymen and the Lay-Delegates from three Parishes 
shall be necessary, as a quorum, for the transaction of business; provided, 
however, that a less number shall have power to adjourn from day to day.

There shall be chosen, by ballot, at each Annual Convention, a Commit- 
tee, consisting of three Presbyters and two Laymen, which shall be called 
the Standing Committee; three of whom, two being Clergymen, shall con- 
stitute a quorum. i 

At their first meeting they shall appoint one of the Presbyters of their 
body to be their President, and another of their number to be their Sec- 
retary, whose duty it shall be to keep regular minutes of all proceedings 
and business of the Standing Committee, to preserve them carefully re- 
corded in a book to be provided for that purpose alone, to preserve the 
originals of all letters and papers addressed to the Standing Committee, 
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to attest their public acts, to perform such other duties as they require, and 
faithfully deliver into the hands of his successor all books, papers and letters 
relative to the concerns of the Standing Committee which may have been 
entrusted to him. 

The Standing Committee may make such regulations for the promotion 
of business as they may think proper, provided such regulations be not at 
variance with the Constitution and Canons of this Church. 

The minutes of the proceedings of the Standing Committee, and all papers 
and letters in their hands relating to the concerns of the Church, shall al- 
ways be subject to the inspection and examination of the Bishop and the 
Convention. 

The Standing Committee shall have power to fill vacancies in their num- 
bers, and it shall be their duty to do so as soon as practicable after a vacancy 
shall occur. 

ARTICLE XI. 


The election of a Bishop of the Diocese shall be made in a stated Annual 
Convention, or in a Convention called by the Standing Committee, and 
stated by them to be for that purpose, and not to meet before the expiration 
of sixty days from the date of their resolution to call said Convention; which 
resolution shall, on the day following its passage, be communicated by 
them to every Clergyman and Parish in the Diocese, by letter, by mail, and 
published in three or more public papers. In the choice of a Bishop, no 
person shall be elected until he shall have received the votes of a majority 
of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled to seats in the Convention. 


AE TLODE' XBL, 


The mode of altering the Constitution shall be as follows: A proposition 
for an amendment shall be introduced in writing, and considered in the 
Convention; andif approved of shall lie over to the next stated Convention; 
and if again approved of in the next ensuing Convention by a majority of 
the two orders voting thereon separately and concurring, the change shall 
take place, and the Constitution so altered shall be valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 
Of a List of the Clergy. 


Section 1. Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of 
this Diocese, the Bishop, or, in his absence, the Standing Committee, shall 
cause to be prepared a list of all Ministers canonically resident in the Dio- 
cese, annexing the name of their respective Cures, Parishes, or Stations, 
or of the Institutions of Learning, duly incorporated, in which they are 
engaged—and in regard to such as are not engaged in Parishes, Missions, 
Institutions of Learning as above, their places of residence only—specifying, 
at the same time, who, of any class, are Deacons; but no Clergyman while 
suspended from the Ministry shall have a place on such list. And such list 
shall be laid before the Convention immediately after it shall have been 
called to order, and the names of the clerical members called therefrom; 
and those entitled by the Fourth Article of the Constitution shall thereupon 
take their seats. The same shall be prefixed to the Journal and form a 
part thereof. . 


Sec. 2. When the right of any Clergyman to a seat in this Convention 
is disputed, it shall be determined by the Convention itself, whether his 
name be inserted in the list aforesaid or omitted. 


CANON II. 
Of Members of the Convention. 


Section 1. The evidence of the regular admission of a Clergyman into 
the Diocese, and the evidence of settlement in a Parish thereof, shall consist 
in proof satisfactory to the Convention of a compliance with the Canons of 
this Diocese, and the Canons of the General Convention in that behalf for 
the time being. In all cases of a contested right to a seat, the evidence of 
employment as a Missionary shall consist in the certificate of the Bishop, 
or, in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, of the President of the Standing 
Committee. The evidence of the connection of a Clergyman with a Semi- 
nary of Learning duly incorporated, and under the control of the Protest® 
ant Episcopal Church, shall consist, also, in the certificate of the Bishop; 
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or, in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, of the President of the Standing 
Committee. 

Sec. 2. The appointment of a Lay-Delegate to the Convention of this 
Diocese shall be certified in writing by the Rector of the Parish of which 
he is a representative, or by one of the Wardens, or by the Secretary of the 
Vestry of such Parish; and no Lay-Delegate shall be entitled to a seat in 
this Convention unless he be entitled to vote for Vestrymen of the Parish 
which he is appointed to represent; and no candidate for Holy Orders in the 
Church shall be entitled to a seat as a Lay-Delegate to this Convention. 


CANON IIIf. 
Of Admission into Union with the Diocese. 


To enable a Parish or Congregation to be received into union with the 
Church in this Diocese, it shall be necessary that the Vestry submit to the 
Convention their Articles of Association; and further, that it be made to 
appear that such Parish or Congregation has acceded to the doctrines, dis- 
cipline and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, and the Constitution and Canons in this Diocese. A certificate shall 
also be produced from the Bishop, or, in case of his absence, or of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, from a majority of the Standing Committee, that notice 

has been given him or them of the organization having taken place, and of 
his or their approval of the same. 


CANON IV. 
Of Election of Vestries. 


Section 1. On Easter Monday, in every year, the parishioners of each 
Parish shall elect a Vestry, to consist of not less than three, nor more than 
thirteen members. 

Sec. 2. From their number, the Rector shall appoint a Senior Warden, 
and the Vestry shall elect a Junior Warden; one of whom shall preside in 
the absence of the Rector. They shall also elect a Secretary, whose duty 
it shall be to take minutes of the proceedings of the Vestry, and to perform 
such other duties as shall be legally assigned him, and faithfully deliver into 
the hands of his successor all books and papers relative to the concerns of 
the Church which may be in his possession. 

Sec. 3. The Vestry shall continue in office until their successors shall be 
appointed. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the Vestry shall be to take charge of the property 
of the Parish; attend to and regulate all its temporal concerns; to provide 
for the support of the Rector, and, in case of his death, resignation or 
removal, with the advice and consent of the Bishop, to supply his place as 
soon as possible. 

CANON V. 


Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Section 1. The Convention shall, at each regular annual meeting, elect, 
by concurrent ballot of the clerical and lay-members, four Clergymen and 
four Laymen, to act as Deputies from this Diocese in the General Conven- 
tion. 

Suc. 2. One month before the meeting of the General Convention, should 
either of said Delegates find himself unable to attend, he shall signify his

inability to the Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, to the President of the 
Standing Committee; whereupon it shall be the duty of said Committee, 
with the consent of the Bishop, if there be one, to supply the vacancy or 
vacancies so created. 


CANON VI. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Section 1. The Parish Register, required by the Canon of the General 
Convention, shall specify the name and time of the birth of the child bap- | 
tized, with the names of the parents and sponsors; the name of the adult 
baptized; the names of the parties married, and the place where the mar- 
riage was solemnized; the names of the persons buried; and also the time 
when each rite was performed. ‘These registers shall be kept by the Min- 
ister in a book, to be provided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of 
each Parish; which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be pre- 
served by the Vestry as a part of the Records of the Parish. The list of 
communicants shall embrace all within his Cure, as nearly as can be as- 
certained; and in his Annual Parochial Report, he shall distinguish the 
additions, removals, and deaths, since the last Report. He shall also keep 
a list of the families and adult persons in his Cure, so far as practicable, and 
also an accurate list of persons confirmed from time to time by the Bishop. 

Suc. 2. In every case where a Parish is destitute of a Minister, the Reg- 
ister contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by the Wardens, or by some 
person appointed by the Vestry for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. Whenever a Clergyman shall perform any service in a Parish of 
which he has not charge, the records required by the Canons of the General 
Convention shall be made in the Register of that Parish. But if the acts 
performed be beyond the limits of any Parish where there is a Book of Rec- 
ords, then they shall be recorded in the Register of the Parish of which he 
has charge, and the record shall state where the acts were performed; and 
if the acts be performed by a Minister who has no regular Cure, and beyond 
the limits of any Parish, then, in addition to the private register required 
by the General Convention, he shail report all baptisms so performed, in 
writing, to this Convention, which report shall be a complete copy of the 
record, and contain the name of the place where each act was performed. 
And it shall be the duty of the Secretary of this Convention to copy the 
same into a book to be kept for that purpose. 


CANON VII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Section 1. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the powers and duties 
to be performed by the Bishop, in matters of discipline, shall be performed 
by the Standing Committee, except those cases where such powers and 
duties are, or may be, especially delegated to, or enjoined upon the clerical 
members of said Committee; in which cases such powers and duties shall be 
exercised by said clerical members alone: provided that no sentence shall 
be pronounced upon a Clergyman but by a Bishop, 

Src. 2. In addition to the usual duties of the Standing Committee, they 
shall have power to make drafts upon the Treasurer for all moneys appro- 
priated by the Convention, and these drafts shall always be signed by the 
President or Chairman of the Committee.

CANON VIII. 
Of Vacant Parishés. 


Section 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant, it shall be the duty of the 
Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to the Bishop. 

Src. 2. The Bishop shall appoint those of the Clergy in the Diocese who 
can, with the most convenience, discharge the duty, to supply such vacant ° 
Parishes as have been reported to him, at such times as may be deemed 
convenient and proper. It shall be the duty of such vacant Parishes thus 
supplied, to defray all the expenses incident to such occasional services. 


Sec. 3. No Clergyman shall take charge of any Parish in this Diocese, 
or be a Minister or Assistant Minister in any Parish, without having first 
obtained the written consent of the Bishop, or, in case there be no Bishop, 
of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 


CANON Ix. 
Of Elections. 


All the Officers of this Convention shall be elected by ballot, and shall 
continue in office until others shall be chosen: provided that, by unanimous 
consent, elections by ballot may be dispensed with. 


CANON X. 
Of the Treasurer. 


Section 1. At every stated Convention, there shall be chosen a Treasu- 
rer of the Convention. It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all mon- 
eys collected under the authority of the Convention, and of which the 
collection and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. He shall be 
subject to the direction of the Standing Committee in relation to the mode 
and place of depositing the funds received by him, and the manner of pay- 
ing them out; and his accounts and books shall be at all times subject to 
the inspection of the Standing Committee, or any member thereof. Before 
entering on the duties of his office, he shall give a bond to the Standing 
Committee, in such penalty and with such security as they shall direct, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, and for the delivery 
over to his successor of all funds, securities, books and papers pertaining to 
his office. 

Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Convention, and 
shall be examined by a committee appointed for the purpose, who shall 
report upon the same to the Convention. 

Sec. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall be sup- 
plied by an appointment, to be made by the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an appoint- 
ment is made by the Convention. ‘The Treasurer may be removed at any 
time from his office, by the Standing Committee, for any neglect or miscon- 
duct, of which they shall be judges. 


CANON XI. 
, Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Section 1. In addition to the duties of the Secretary prescribed in the 
Kighth Article of the Constitution, he shall transmit, annually, to each of 


, 
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the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and 
to the Secretary of the last House of Clerical and Lay-Delegates in the 
General Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, a 
copy of the Journal of the Convention; and shall request the last to send 
copies of their respective Journals in exchange. He shall also transmit a 

copy to each Clergyman in the Diocese, and to each Lay-Deputy attending 
' the Convention; and forward by mail, unless otherwise directed, ten copies 
to each Parish in the Diocese. 

Sec. 2. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in addition 
to the documents called for by the Canons of the General Convention, a 
certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list of Clergymen in this 
Diocese, and the amount of the funds paid, or secured to be paid (distinguish- 
ing them) to the General Theological Seminary, together with the nomina- 
tion of Trustees of that Seminary; and also a like certificate of the appoint- 
ment of Clerical and Lay-Deputies. 

Src. 3. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the sections of this 
Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 

Sec. 4. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Soctenee of 
the Convention, the duty thereof shall devolve upon the Secretary of the 
Standing Committee. 


CANON XII. 
Of Attending the Meetings of the Convention. 


Section 2. Whereas the regular attendance of the Clergy and Laity at 
the meetings of the Convention is of essential consequence to the interests 
of the Church, this duty is hereby enjoined upon them. 


Src. 2.. And whereas it is often necessary to travel a considerable distance 
to the place of meeting of the Convention, it is hereby made the duty of the 
different Parishes to make provision for the expenses of their Clergy in 
attending the Convention. 


Sxc. 3. No member of this Convention shall leave the same during its 
session without having applied for and obtained leave of absence. 


CANON XIII. 
Of the Mode of Trying Clergymen. 


Section 1. If any Clergyman of this Church offend in any one or more of 
the particulars enumerated in the Canons of the General Convention, or of 
this Convention, complaint may be made to the Bishop, which shall be done 
in writing by two Preshyters or three Laymen, being communicants of the 
Church. 

Sec. 2. In every complaint, the charge or charges shall BG distinctly 
eae 

Sc. 3. The Bishop shall, if he think fit, appoint at least three Presby- 
ters, who shall constitute a Court for trying the accused person, and who 
shall be judges both of the law and the facts. 


Sec. 4. A copy of the charges and specifications, and also sixty days’ 
notice of the time and place of trial, shall be given to the accused. 
Sec. 5. Ifthe accused fail to appear, without reasonable excuse, his de- 


fault shall be entered, and he shall be suspended from the exercise of his 
clerical functions for the space of six months; and if, during that period, he 
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shall not apply for a trial, he shall then, if the Bishop think proper, be 
degraded from the Ministry. 


Sec. 6. All testimony, whether oral or by deposition, shall be under oath 
or affirmation, administered by some officer authorized by law to administer 
oaths. 


Sec. 7. Depositions may be taken by either party, if it be made to appear 
satisfactorily to the Btshop that any material witness cannot be procured 
upon the trial; and in every such case, the Bishop shall appoint a commis- 
sary to take the same; and the notice and proceedings shall, as near as may 
be, conform to the laws of the State and practice of the civil courts. 

Src. 8. All testimony shall be reduced to writing, and signed by the wit- 
nesses. 


Sec. 9. The accused may, at his option, appear by counsel, and, in such 
case, the same privilege shall be allowed the prosecution; which counsel 
shall, in all cases, be communicants of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


Sec. 10. If the Bishop approves of the judgment, he shall, within thirty 
days, proceed to administer the discipline recommended by the Court; pro- 
vided that the Bishop shall have the power to diminish the penalty recom- 
mended by the Court. 


Sec. 11. The judgment of the Court shall, in all cases, be made known in 
writing to the accused, and to the Vestry of his Parish if he be a Parochial 
Minister. 


Src. 12. If, within the time aforesaid, the accused apply for a new trial, 
and the Bishop is of the opinion that there be reasonable cause therefor, he 
shall summon a new Court and order a new trial. 


Sec. 13. The Court shall keep a full record of their proceedings, which 
Shall be deposited among the archives of the Diocese after the trial is closed. 


CANON XIV. 
Of Contingent Expenses. 


Section 1. At each stated meeting of the Convention, a committee shall 
be appointed for the purpose of assessing upon the several Parishes in 
the Diocese a sum sufficient to defray the contingent expenses of the Con- 
vention. 

Src. 2. The Vestry of each Parish shall pay to the Treasurer of the Con- 
vention, within three months after the time of the stated meeting of the 
same, its assessment for contingent expenses. The Treasurer shall regu- 
larly charge the said assessments: upon his books against each Vestry, 
crediting the same with payments when made; and shall report annually to 
the Convention the state of his accounts with each Parish, which report 
shall be entered upon the Journal of the Convention. 


CANON XV. 
Of Appointments uhder the Canons. 


Whenever a Clergyman shall refuse or neglect to discharge any duties 
growing out of an appointment under the Canons, without assigning to the 
ecclesiastical authority sufficient and satisfactory reasons for such neglect, 
he shall be liable to ecclesiastical proceedings or censure. 
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CANON XVI. 
Of Support of the Episcopate. 

At each stated meeting of the Convention, a committee shall be appointed 
for the purpose of assessing upon the several Parishes in the Diocese the 
amount to be paid for the support of the Bishop, which amount shall be 
collected by the Vestries of the Parishes and paid semi-annually to the 
Treasurer of the Convention. 


CANON XVII. 
Of Permanent Fund for the Support of the Episcopate. 


It shall be the duty of the Minister of every Parish in this Diocese to 
make at least one collection in each year in aid of the formation of a per- 
manent Fund for the support of the Episcopate. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of Alterations and Amendments. 


No proposed alteration or addition to the Canons shall hereafter be con- 
sidered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s previous notice be given 
thereof in open Convention, and, unless by unanimous consent, until such 
alteration or addition shall have been referred to and reported upon by a 
Committee on Constitution and Canons.

1. That the business of the day shall be introduced with prayers. 

2. The minutes of the Journal for the day preceding shall be read 
every morning at the opening of the Convention. 

3. The President shall appoint the several Committees uniess the Con- 
vention shall otherwise order. 

4, When the President takes the chair no member shall continue stand- 
ing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

5. No member shall absent himself from the service of the House, un- 
less he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

6. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any mat- 
ter to the House, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the Presi- 
dent, confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

7. No member shall speak more than twice, in the same debate, with- 
out leave from the House. 

8. When a question has been once determined, it shall stand as the 
judgment of the House, and shall not again be drawn into debate, except 
on motion for reconsideration, which must be made by a member who had 
previously voted in the majority. 

9. When a motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made except to amend, to divide, to commit, to postpone, or to lay it upon 
the table; but a motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be 
decided before the original motion. 

10. Every member who shall be in the House when any question is put, — 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be excused by the Convention. 

11. No motion shall be considered as before the House unless it be sec- 
onded, and, when required, reduced to writing. 

12. All questions of order shall be decided in the first instance by the 
Chair, without debate; an appeal, however, may be made from his decis- 
ion to the Convention by any member of the same. 

13. The President shall, in his discretion, select within the limits of 
those pews allotted for the use of the members, pews for the accommoda- 
tion of visiting Clergymen and students of Theology, who may be invited 
to the same by the President, without any special application to the Con- 
vention. 

14. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the concur- 
rence of two thirds of the members present. 

15. Immediately after the organization of the Convention, the follow- 
ing standing committees shall be appointed, each to be composed of three 
members, except the Committee on Assessments, which shall be composed 
of seven members, viz: 

A Committee on the Admission of new Parishes; 
A Committee on the Constitution and Uanons; 
A Committee on Unfinished business; 

A Committee on Finance ; 

A Committee on Assessments, 
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Articles of Association for Organizing it Darish 


IN CONNECTION WITH 


THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF MISSOURI. 


WuereEas, the subscribers, citizens of , State of Missouri, having 
associated for the purpose of worshiping ALmieury Gop according to the 
faith and discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church in Missouri, and of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, have 
formed a Congregation at , in this Diocese; they, therefore, declare 
the following to be their Articles of Association, viz.: 


ARTICLE 1. The name of this Association shall be ‘* The Rector, Church 
Wardens and Vestrymen of oe 


Art. 2. The Parish acknowledges itself to be a member of, and to belong 
to, the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of America; and, 
as such, it accedes to, recognizes and adopts the Canons, doctrines, disci- 
pline and worship of the Church, and acknowledges its authority accord- 
ingly. Any member who shall disclaim or refuse conformity to the said 
authority shall not be elected, or vote in the election of Vestrymen, Rector 
or Minister, or exercise any office or function in, concerning, or connected 
with, the said Parish or Association. 


Art. 3. Provision for the compensation of the Rector, and the expenses 
of the said Association, shall be made by the Vestry in such way as they 
may deem advisable to the best interests of the Church. 


Art. 4. The Vestry of this Parish shall consist of not less than three, nor 
more than thirteen persons, who shall continue in office until others be 
chosen; and the election of such Vestry shall be made on Haster Monday of 
each year, by a majority of male communicants of full age, and who have 
been communicants not less than three months previously to the time of 
election (and all such other persons as the Parish may here designate). 


Art. 5. The Rector of this Church shall be elected by a majority of two 
thirds of the Wardens and Vestrymen, at a meeting duly convened. 


Art. 6. No person shall be Rector or Minister of this Church, or allowed 
to execute any of the functions of the same, unless he shall have had 
Episcopal ordination, and be in full standing with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and recognized as a Minister in 
good standing, of the said Church, by the Bishop of the Diocese, or, if there 
be no Bishop, by the Standing Committee. 


Art. 7. The Vestry shall have the power to choose their own officers, fill 
vacancies in their own body, and to perform all other duties usually apper- 
taining to their body. They shall choose one of their own number to be 
Church Warden, and the Rector (for the time being) shall appoint another 
of the said Vestry to be the other Church Warden, and the Warden appoint- 
ed by the Rector shall be the presiding officer of the Vestry in the absence 
of the Rector; and in case of a vacancy in the office of Rector at the time of 
an election, or a failure on his part to appoint, then the other Church War- 
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den shall be appointed by the Vestry, and both of the Church Wardens 
shall be communicants of the Church. 

Art. 8. No conveyance of any lands or tenements, belonging to said Par- 
ish or Association, shall be made without a vote of the Vestry, two thirds 
being present and concurring. 

Art. 9. In case of the dissolution of this Association, for any cause what- 
ever, the lands, tenements, and other estate, real or personal, belonging 
thereto, shall vest in the Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church having 
jurisdiction in the city of —— , (or at —— ,) and his successor, 
forever; and in case there shall be no Bishop having jurisdiction as afore- 
said, then said lands, tenements and other estates, real or personal, shall 
vest in the Presiding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, to be by him, or them, held in trust for the bene- 
fit of a future Congregation or Church, which may be formed in the same 
neighborhood, on the same principles as the present Congregation and 
this Association. 

Art. 10. Amendments to these Articles of Association shall be submitted 
in writing to the Congregation at the Annual Meeting for the election of 
the Vestry, and shall lie over for consideration until the next Annual Meet- 
ing; but no alteration shall be made except by vote of two-thirds of the 
members present.
